Booze ban 
keeps sites 
serene: 
Province 


O Temporary liquor bans in place 
at nine of the province’s 250 parks 


Campers may not appreciate long- 
weekend liquor bans but accord¬ 
ing to the province, the ban on 
booze is working. 

Since 2004, when the temporary 
liquor-ban program was first imple¬ 
mented, unacceptable behaviours 
such as impaired driving, assaults 
and vandalism have decreased in 
these areas by an average of 90 per 
cent, according to a provincial 
spokesperson. 

“The reduction of about 90 per 
cent has shown us that it has been 
an effective way to still allow peo¬ 
ple to enjoy the parks over the long 
weekend but still make it safe and 
friendly for everyone,” said Erin 
Larson of Alberta Tourism, Parks 
and Recreation. 

Larson said the decision to 
enforce a ban is based on previous 
incidents at particular parks. 

“The sites selected are re-evalu- 
ated eveiy year, and we do look at 
those enforcement stats and see if 
it’s still required there or not,” she 
said, adding the ban was removed 
at one of the parks this year. 

Rather than deterring campers. 


By the numbers 


► Last May long weekend, traffic 
units laid more than 2,800 charges 
throughout the province — 2,269 
were speeding violations. 

► 154 impaired drivers were also 
charged and 14 were issued 
24-hour suspensions. 

Larson said the parks with bans 
tend to attract more families and 
those sites tend to remain popular. 

RCMP Sgt. Dave Hardy said they 
have scaled back enforcement 
slightly over the last few years, as 
more Albertans are complying with 
rules, but added there will still be 
plenty of uniforms out this week¬ 
end. 

“There will be checkstops out in 
locations that have historically had 
high volumes of campers and recre¬ 
ational users,” said Hardy. “We will 
be out just doing what we can to 
make sure people get to a destina¬

Arena deal 
fuels ’Dome 
discussions 


Chatter of a framework 
arrangement for a new 
Edmonton arena circulat¬ 
ed through Calgary 
hockey circles Thursday 
as Flames fans wondered 
if their team could 
someday find itself in 
new digs as well. 

Ken Travers has been a 
Flames fan since the team 
arrived in Calgary and 
attends up to 20 games 
at the Saddledome each 
season. 

“The building’s out¬ 
dated,” he said. “They 
need more luxury suites 
generating income.

Flames spokesperson 
Peter Hanlon admits the 
team is watching 
proceedings on a new fa¬ 
cility in Edmonton closely 
but would not speculate 
on local developments.

Downtown arena 
deal not done yet 


O $100 million of downtown arena still remains to be funded 
O Provincial, federal governments haven’t made any promises

Now that a major hurdle 
has been cleared toward 
getting a new downtown 
arena, the question re¬ 
mains whether or not the 
province will step up with 
the remaining $100 mil¬ 
lion. 

Cam Hantiuk, spokes¬ 
man for Premier Ed Stel- 
mach, said Thursday any 
proposal would be looked 
at, but no direct funding 
will go toward any private 


business. 

Late Wednesday, city 
council approved a frame¬ 
work, though not a binding 
and final agreement, be¬ 
tween the city and the Katz 
Group to build a $450-mil- 
lion downtown arena. 

Coun. Don Iveson, who 
voted against the frame¬ 
work, is concerned about 
the amount of public mon¬ 
ey headed for the project. 

“If the province comes 
up with $100 million 
on top of the city’s $125 
million, that’s half the cost 
of the building, plus land

and infrastructure,” he 
said.

Residents of fire-ravaged 
northern Alberta commu¬ 
nities in and near Slave 
Lake are finally learning if 
their homes were en¬ 
gulfed by flames. 

The town has released a 
detailed photographic 
map which shows 374 lots 
were destroyed by the 
wildfires that swept 
through the area Sunday 
evening. Another 52 lots 
were damaged. There is al¬ 
so a map of homes in the 
nearby Municipal District 
of Lesser Slave River 
which shows 59 lots were 
destroyed and 32 were 
damaged. 

Flames forced roughly 
7,000 people to flee from 
their homes. 

Slave Lake Mayor Kari¬ 
na Pillay-Kinnee says 
many residents will be 
heartbroken by the news, 
but they need to know. 

“This is a very emotion¬ 
al undertaking for every¬ 
one involved,” she said 
Thursday as the maps 
were shown to people at 
evacuation centres in 
Athabasca, Westlock and 
Edmonton. 

“1 understand the anxi¬ 
ety residents have felt 
since being evacuated, not 
knowing if their home or 


business had been dam¬ 
aged or destroyed.” 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach are to 
tour the communities Fri¬ 
day. 

Officials say it will be 
weeks before people are 
allowed to move back to 
the undamaged homes. 

Alberta is working on a 
plan to get people out of 


evacuation centres and in¬ 
to temporary homes and 
to help students who have 
been forced from school. 

The provincial Housing 
Department says people 
whose homes were not de¬ 
stroyed will be placed in 
short-term accommoda¬ 
tion such as hotels until 
they can return home, 
with help from the Red 
Cross. Spokesman Dan 


Laville says residents 
whose homes were de¬ 
stroyed or damaged will 
get assistance finding 
longer-term rental accom¬ 
modation. Details of the 
plan are to be announced 
in the coming days. 

“Our goal is to help peo¬ 
ple move out of the evacu¬ 
ation centres as soon as 
we can,” Laville said.

Peter Jaunzemis went by 
the name George for more 
than six decades, but al¬ 
ways wondered whether 
the Latvian refugee who 
brought him to New 
Zealand and raised him 
there was really his moth¬ 
er. 

“She didn’t act like a 
mother,” Jaunzemis, 69, 
said Thursday of the 
woman, Anna Jaunzemis. 
“She was cold, she never 
took me in her arms and 
never referred to me as 
her son.” 

Jaunzemis recently dis¬ 
covered his true identity 
through the help of the In¬ 
ternational Tracing Serv¬ 
ice (ITS) in the central 


German town of Bad 
Arolsen. 

For more than a decade, 
Jaunzemis sought to trace 
his Latvian family roots. 
He found nothing, not 
even a birth certificate. 

“I was getting nowhere, 
trying every variant I 
could think of, but it felt 
like I was turning in cir¬ 
cles,” Jaunzemis said. 

Finally, a friend who 
was tracing her own fami¬ 
ly history suggested he 
turn to the ITS, which 
holds troves of World War 
Il-era documents, includ¬ 
ing refugee lists, registers 
from displaced persons, or 
DP camps, and missing 
persons requests filed 


with the International 
Committee of the Red 
Cross. 

Margret Schlenke, who 
heads the ITS department 
for missing persons, im¬ 
mediately found a file for 
Jaunzemis. But it also held 
another name, Peter van 
de Velde — a boy with the 
same birth date as Jaun¬ 
zemis who had been re¬ 
moved from his mother at 
a DP camp in Belgium in 
June 1945. 

The file, stuffed with 


more than 150 tattered, 
yellowing pages, con¬ 
tained old photos and let¬ 
ters from Jaunzemis’ 
natural mother, Gertrud 
van de Velde, who for 
years sought for her son. 
She died in Brussels in 
2009, months before he 
first wrote to the ITS. 

Nevertheless Jaun¬ 
zemis, who now goes by 
Peter, said he is relieved to 
finally know who he is 
and that he has family.

Intelligence officer sells 
secret docs to undercover 


A 22-year-old U.S. Navy 
sailor pleaded guilty Thurs¬ 
day to four counts of at¬ 
tempted espionage for 
frying to sell classified doc¬ 
uments to someone he be¬ 
lieved was a Chinese 
intelligence officer. 

Petty Officer 2nd Class 
Biyan Minl<yu Martin of 
Mexico, New York, faces a 
maximum sentence of life 
in prison. 

At a court martial in Nor¬ 
folk, Martin said Thursday 
that he accepted $11,500 
from an undercover FBI 
agent known to him only as 
“Mr. Lee” in exchange for 
information, documents, 
photographs and images 
that were classified as se¬ 
cret or top secret. The docu¬ 
ments involved naval 
operations and intelligence 
assessments related to mili¬ 
tary operations in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. Au¬ 
thorities say the documents 
were delivered to the agent 
in November and Decem¬ 
ber. 

Martin is an intelligence 
specialist who was sta¬ 
tioned at Fort Bragg in 
North Carolina at the time. 


preparing for a deplo 3 mient 
to Afghanistan. He worked 
at the base’s Joint Special 
Operations Command and 
downloaded and printed 
documents from his desk¬ 
top computer while at 
work, sometimes walking 
out with them folded up in 
his pants pocket. 

He said he wanted to sell 
the documents to the Chi¬ 
nese because he believed 
they would pay the most 
for them. Prosecutors de¬ 
clined to say how Martin 
made the initial contact 
that ultimately got him in 
touch with the undercover 
agent. 

Martin said he had spo¬ 
ken with the undercover 
agent by telephone, but had 
never seen him until their 
first meeting in a hotel lob¬ 
by, sa 3 dng he identified “Mr. 
Lee” because he was read¬ 
ing a Chinese newspaper. 

The undercover agent 
never showed any identifi¬ 
cation to prove he worked 
for the Chinese govern¬ 
ment and Martin said he 
was initially cautious that 
he might not be legitimate.

Bragg, which he was sta¬ 
tioned at beginning in 
September of 2010. 

2 Martin said he had three 
other meetings with the 
undercover agent at var¬ 
ious hotels in Spring 
Lake, North Carolina. 

3 At each of those subse¬ 
quent meetings, he 
signed receipts for pay¬ 
ment of the documents. 

His sentencing hearing 
is scheduled to last 
through Friday. 
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In a recording made short¬ 
ly before his death, Osama 
bin Laden praised the mass 
protests that have toppled 
and shaken longtime 
rulers across the Arab 
world while trying to cast 
a role for al-Qaida.

O Strict Internet curbs hated by country’s web users 


Chinese police were seek¬ 
ing the man who allegedly 
threw an egg and shoes 
yesterday at the computer 
scientist famous for de¬ 
signing China’s Great Fire¬ 
wall of web controls. 

The attack — if true — 
is a particularly bold one 
for China and underscores 
how strongly people feel 
about the country’s strict 
Internet censorship. 

A Twitter user posting 
under the name “hanunyi” 
claimed that one of the 
shoes struck computer ex¬ 
pert Fang Binxing while he 
was visiting Wuhan Uni¬ 
versity in Hubei province. 


I Fang reviled | 

► Fang Binxing has felt the ire 
of the online community 
before. When he launched 
his microblog in December, 
it was taken down within 
hours after anonymous 
posters peppered it with 
hundreds of caustic or 
sarcastic comments. 

Fang, president of Beijing 
University of Posts and 
Telecommunications, is 
popularly known as the 
“father of the Great Fire¬ 
wall” and is reviled by 
many Chinese web users. 


An officer at the Luoji- 
ashan Public Security Bu¬ 
reau confirmed police 
were sent to the university 
to investigate a shoe¬ 
throwing incident that tar¬ 
geted Fang. The officer, 
who refused to give his 
name, said Fang was on his 
way to the airport. 

Hanunyi posted a live 
account of the alleged 
shoe toss on his Twitter 
page, including photos of 
the door to the lecture hall 
where it happened, a hand 
clutching an egg in prepa¬ 
ration and bare feet after 
he fled.

O Study suggests women’s low 
expectations may cause inequality 


Female university grads 
looking for their first jobs 
expect to earn less than 
men, and those lower ex¬ 
pectations may be the rea¬ 
son the actual wage gap 
persists, a new study says. 

“Women know they cur¬ 
rently aren’t earning as 
much as men, so they en¬ 
ter the workforce with 
that expectation,” said 
Sean Lyons, a University of 
Guelph researcher who 


helped conduct the study. 

“Because they don’t ex¬ 
pect to earn as much, they 
likely aren’t as aggressive 
when it comes to negotiat¬ 
ing salaries or pay raises 
and will accept lower-pay¬ 
ing jobs than men, which 
perpetuates the existing 
inequalities.” 

When asked to estimate 
their starting salaries, fe¬ 
male students entering the 
work world predicted their 


paycheques would be 14 
per cent lower than the 
wages men said they ex¬ 
pected to pull. 

The gap widened over 
the course of their antici¬ 
pated careers, with 
women expecting to make 
18 per cent less than men 
after five years. And it was 
most pronounced in male- 
dominated fields such as 
science and engineering.

“They no longer have to 
store 57 years — 682 issues

mattress,” said Jimmy 
Jellinek, Playboy’s chief 
content officer. 

Chicago-based Playboy 
has seen its circulation 
plummet to 1.5 million to¬ 
day from 3.15 million in 
2006 and has been tiying 


all sorts of gimmicks to at¬ 
tract readers in recent 
years. One issue included a 
set of 3-D glasses to better 
see a centrefold shot in 3-D; 
another turned over the 
cover to a cartoon charac¬ 
ter, Marge Simpson. 

Jellinek calls the website 
“the world’s sexiest time 
machine” and “an antholo¬ 
gy of cool” for a magazine 
he refers to as “the Mount 
Rushmore of hteraiy great¬ 


ness.” But one industry 
analyst makes Playboy 
sound more like a tired, 
dusty half-empty amuse¬ 
ment park. 

“The problem with Play¬ 
boy is it not only lost its 
powerful interviews, but it 
lost its lead,” said Samir 
Husni, director of the Maga¬ 
zine Innovation Center at 
the University of Mississip¬ 
pi School of Journalism.

The highest court in Oregon 
unanimously ruled Thursday that re¬ 
tired bus driver C 5 mthia Willis can 
have her medical marijuana and a 
concealed handgun, too. 

The ruling issued in Salem, Ore., 
upheld previous decisions by the Ore¬ 
gon Court of Appeals and circuit court 
in flnding that a federal law barring 
criminals and drug addicts from buy¬ 
ing flrearms does not excuse sheriffs 


from issuing concealed weapons per¬ 
mits to people who hold medical mar¬ 
ijuana cards and otherwise qualify. 

“We hold that the Federal Gun Con¬ 
trol Act does not pre-empt the state’s 
concealed handgun licensing statute 
and, therefore, the sheriffs must issue 
(or renew) the requested licences,” 
Chief Justice Paul De Muniz wrote. 

Willis welcomed the ruling. 

“1 feel like a big girl now,” she said.

Oregon became one of the flrst 
states in the U.S. to authorize people 
to use marijuana to treat medical con¬ 
ditions when voters approved an ini¬ 
tiative in 1998.

It’s time to jump ship 

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin debate Pirates of the Caribbean: On 
Stranger Tides O Mermaids are great, but not much else to write home about 


Richard Crouse: Mark, my 
main question after watch¬ 
ing the new Pirates movie 
is, If this was the first one 
of the series would we 
have had a two, three and 
four? I don’t think so. It’s a 
big splashy epic, but lacks 
the fim and Johnny’s joie 
de vivre of the original. 
What say you, matey? 

Mark Breslin: Richard, I 
wasn’t even a fan of the 
original. And no franchise 
should exceed a trilogy 
unless the words “godfa¬ 
ther” or “cheerleaders” are 
in the title. An apprecia¬ 
tion of this movie is con¬ 
tingent upon how you feel 
about Johnny Depp and 
how much swordplay you 
can handle. I adore Depp’s 


brilliant characterization 
in the series, but really, 
the tricks are starting to 
show their age. And I did¬ 
n’t like swashbuckling 
even when Douglas Fair¬ 
banks did it in 1932. Still, I 
thought this edition of Pi¬ 
rates was the best since 
the original, whatever that 
means. 

RC: I don’t think this one 
has the spark of the oth¬ 
ers. It’s not as funny, Depp 
seems like he’s gone back 
to the Captain Jack treas¬ 
ure chest one too many 
times and the action 
scenes, despite the 3-D, 
don’t fly off the screen the 
way they have in the past. 
I liked the mermaids and 
think their attack se¬ 


quence is the most excit¬ 
ing thing in the movie, but 
I may be wrong simply be¬ 
cause the movie is so dark 
I may have missed some¬ 
thing. 

MB: Oh, those mermaids! 
Who knew they spoke in a 
Scandinavian accent? Yes, 
they are the most exciting 
thing in the movie, al¬ 
though I did enjoy Ian 
MacShane’s villainy. But 
despite the fountain of 
youth plot device, these Pi¬ 
rates are getting old. And 
you’re right about how 
dark the film is: I was 
straining to make out 
which pirate was which. 
Quick clue: Depp is the Pi¬ 
rate Who’s Had A Bit Of 
Work Done. 


RC: Ha! Perhaps playing 
the same character four 
times in eight years is too 
much for Depp, or per¬ 
haps the limitations of 
Captain Jack are becoming 
apparent but he’s not as 
entertaining as before. Not 
that director Rob Marshall 
helps him. The action se¬ 
quences are as well chore¬ 
ographed as you might 
expect from the man who 
made Chicago and Nine, 
but they are also as excit¬ 
ing as you would expect 
from a man who special¬ 
izes in making musicals. 

MB: I see what you’re get¬ 
ting at. For the next instal¬ 
ment, make it a musical 
complete with a chorus 
line of mermaids!

The estimable Lady Gaga 
served as Metro’s guest ed¬ 
itor on Tuesday and we got 
her to answer some of our 
questions in her own 
handwriting.

Duez. Critics beware! 

• Gaga does not like to be 
misunderstood, as evi¬ 
denced by copious 
amounts of printed text 
and is a strong communi¬ 
cator. See open tops on 
lower case “O,” “A,” and 
“D” characters. 

• Her handwriting evi¬ 
dences a strong perform¬ 
ance talent, indicated by 
the broad “T” bar cross¬ 


ings. 

• Honesty is critical for 
Gaga; when someone lies 
to her they are gone, gone, 
gone, said Duez. See the 
constant use of uppercase, 
cobra strike “S” through 
out her writing. 

• Apparently, there is an 
old relationship that has 
not quite faded from 
Gaga’s memory, theorizes 
Duez. It may still return.
